SMITH,  JAMES  JOSEPH — Publisher  of  The  Birmingham  Ledger,  Birmingham,  Ala.;  was  b.  at  Camden, 
Wilcox  County,  May  16,  187  L.  Re:ei  ed  his  ed.  in  public  schls.  of  B’ham,  Ala.,  graduated  B’ham  High 
Schl.  1887;  attende  1 Georgetown  University,  Washington,  D.  C.,  1887-88.  Be?an  active  newspaper 
work  as  boy  in  office  of  B’han\  Evening  Chronicle  in  1884,  and  served  as  reporter  and  circulation  man- 
ager till  1889.  Was  advertising,  circulation  and  business  manager  B’ham  News  1891  to  1898.  Business 
manager  and  publisher  of  Ledger  since  1898  up  to  present.  Is  president  and  rhajority  stock-holder  in 
B’ham  Ledger  Co.  He  is  a Democrat,  never  been  a candidate  for  any  office.  Was  member  Jefferson 
County  Sanitary  Commission  composed  of  citizens  selected  by  the  Governor  to  serve  without  salary 
from  1903  to  1907;  member  Board  of  Education  city  of  B’ham  1904  and  1905;  member  of  Southern, 
Country,  Newspaper  and  Athletic  Clubs;  member  American  Newspaper  Publishers  Ass’n;  Southern 
Newspaper  Publishers  Ass’n;  member  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church.  Office  Ledger  Bldg.,  Twenty-First 
St.  and  First  Ave.,  B’ham.  Ala.  Residence,  2731  Linden  Ave.,  B’ham,  Ala. 
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TILLMAN.  JOHN  PLUMMER — Lawyer,  h.  Jan.  2.r;,  1849;  ed.  primary  schools  at  Selma  and  Mar- 
ion. Ala.,  then  Howard  College  from  1866  to  1868,  then  University  of  Kentucky  from  1868  to  1870.  Next 
year  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  his  native  state  at  Selma.  He  entered  general  practice  of  law  in  1871. 
City  Attorney  1871-1872.  Returned  to  private  practice  until  1878,  when  he  was  elected  member  of  City 
Council,  Served  till  1883,  when  his  special  legal  learning  attracted  attention  and  was  appointed  special 
Reporter  of  Supreme  Court  decisions  at  the  Capitol.  He  stayed  at  Montgomery  almost  2 years,  when  he 
moved  to  Birmingham  in  the  fall  of  1884.  He  has  lived  here  ever  since.  He  is  a democrat  of  the  pro- 
nounced type,  though  never  sought  office  on  the  strength  of  it.  Conspicuous  figure  at  primaries,  was 
nominee  for  delegate  to  const,  conv.  under  1st  act  of  Gen.  Ass’bly,  which  was  repealed.  He  declined  to 
run  under  the  second  act.  He  was  one  of  the  code  corns,  of  1886  and  sole  comr.  for  its  publication.  With 
the  exception  of  these  special  services  he  has  devoted  his  undivided  attention  to  the  practice  of  law. 
Traveled  in  principal  parts  of  U.  S.,  Canada  and  Cuba.  Member  of  Knights  of  Honor  Lodge  and  Sou- 
thern, Press,  and  Country  Clubs  of  Birmingham.  Offices  1402-1424  Empire  Building,  Birmingham. 
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MILLER,  NATHAN  LEE — Former  State  Senator;  B’ham;  b.  Danville,  Ala.,  March  6th,  1866. 
Ed.  public  schools,  graduate  of  high  school.  At  22  he  was  appointed  City  Clerk  and  Register  of  the 
City  Court  of  B’ham,  which  office  he  held  for  ten  yrs.,  from  1888  to  1898.  While  holding  this  office  he 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1897.  Next  year  he  opened  his  law  office,  and  has  engaged 
in  active  practice  ever  since,  doing  a large  general  practice.  At  all  times  standing  high  in  the  councils 
of  the  Dem.  Party,  he  acted  in  turn  as  Sec’y  of  the  Jeff.  County  Dem.  Ex.  Com.  and  .State  Dem.  Ex.  and 
campaign  comts.  In  1906  he  was  sent  to  the  State  Senate  to  represent  the  13th  Senatorial  District. 
(Jefferson  County),  where  ser\ed  till  1910.  Has  traveled  in  all  parts  of  the  U.  S.  and  also  in  Canada 
and  Europe.  Member  of  Methodist  Church,  also  Southern,  Country  and  Press  Clubs.  Offices,  Ameri- 
can Trust  Bldg.,  B’ham.

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CRUIKSHANK,  GEORGE  MARCUS — Editor  Birmingham  Ledger,  Birmingham,  Ala.;  was  b.  at 
Versailes,  Ky.,  March  15,  1857;  received  his  ed.  in  primary  schls.,  Academy  and  College  at  Talladega, 
Ala.;  was  schooled  and  trained  for  the  legal  profession  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Alabama.  Was 
instructor  in  State  institution  for  the  blind.  Later  entered  field  of  journalism  as  editor  of  Talladega 
Reporter;  next  was  identified  with  B’ham  Chronicle  until  he  joined  the  Ledger  staff.  He  is  a Democrat; 
was  County  Administrator  of  Talladega.  Was  member  of  State  Executive  Committee;  Supt.  of  House 
Folding  Room,  Washington,  D.  C.  Member  of  B’ham  Newspaper  Club.  Offices,  B’ham  Ledger  Bldg.

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EAKLEY,  SAMUEL  DAVIS — Born  in  Somerville,  Morgan  County, 
Ala.,  July  16,  1860.  He  began  life  with  few  advantages  and  no 
money,  but  his  indomitable  will  and  capacity  for  work  has  enabled 
him  to  make  his  way  over  obstacles  until  he  occupies  a place  among 
the  prominent  men  of  the  State.  His  early  education  was  received  in  the 
primary  and  normal  schools  of  Florence,  Ala.  He  never  attended  any  college 
or  law  school,  but  reads,  writes  and  speaks  the  French  and  German  languages 
fluently,  which  he  acquired  after  he  became  a lawyer.  He  read  law  in  the 
office  of  Judge  W.  J.  Wood  at  Florence,  and  later  that  of  Judge  R.  T.  Simpson. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  on  May  17th,  1880,  two  months  before  his  twen- 
tieth birthday.  Previous  to  this  time  he  had  taught  a country  school  in 
Lauderdale  County,  Ala.  After  his  admission  to  the  bar,  he  went,  at  the 
invitation  of  Col.  Josiah  Patterson,  an  eminent  lawyer  and  a relative  by  mar- 
riage, to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  where  he  was  soon  employed  by  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  Shelby  County,  Tenn.,  as  his  assistant,  which  position  he  filled  from 
1880  to  1884.  From  1884  to  1887  he  was  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of 
law  at  Memphis,  Tenn.  In  February,  1887,  he  removed  to  Birmingham, 
where  he  was  associated  for  two  years  with  M.  J.  Gregg,  as  a member  of  the 
firm  of  Gregg  and  Weakley;  from  1889  to  1906,  he  was  a member  of  the  firm  of 
Cabaniss  & Weakley,  which  firm  he  left  to  become  Chief  Justice  of  Alabama 
by  appointment  of  Gov.  Wm.  D.  Jelks,  to  succeed  Chief  Justice  Thos.  N. 
McClellan,  dec.  Upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  as  Chief  Justice  he  returned 
to  Birmingham,  and  resumed  the  general  practice  of  law  in  that  city  as  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  S.  D.  & J.  B.  Weakley.  From  March,  1907,  to  March, 
1914,  he  was  one  of  the  special  counsel  for  the  State  of  Alabama  in  what  is 
known  as  the  Railroad  Rate  Litigation,  involving  a contest  over  freight  and 
passenger  rates  with  five  railroads  in  the  State  of  Ala.,  having  been  employed 
by  Gov.  B.  B.  Comer  and  retained  by  Gov.  Emmett  O’Neal.  In  February, 
1909,  a vacancy  occurring  in  the  position  of  Chief  Justice  of  Alabama,  Gov. 
Comer  tendered  him  an  appointment  to  the  vacancy,  which  he  declined  because 
he  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the  Railroad  Rate  cases  on  the  eve 
of  a hearing  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals.  In  1889,  when  the  City  Demo- 
cratic Committee  was  first  organized,  he  became  its  first  chairman;  he  was 
later  a member  of  the  Dem.  State  Committee.  He  served  from  1889-1901  as 
Captain  of  the  Birmingham  Rifles.  In  1904,  he  was  delegate  from  Alabama 
to  the  Congress  of  Lawyers  and  Jurists  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  He  is  a member  of 
the  State  Bar  Ass’n  and  the  American  Bar  Ass’n.  Since  1907  he  has  been  active 
and  diligent  in  the  fight  for  the  principle  of  prohibition,  lending  to  precept  his 
example  of  lifelong  abstinance.  In  1909  he  -was  the  author  of  the  Carmichael 
and  Fuller  State-wide  Prohibition  and  Law  Enforcement  measures,  having 
been  author  (in  1907)  of  the  first  State-wide  prohibition  law,  all  of  which  he 
successfully  defended  through  the  Supreme  Court.  In  1909  he  drafted  the  pro- 
posed constitutional  prohibition  amendment  and  made  one  hundred  speeches 
in  favor  of  its  adoption,  many  of  which  were  in  joint  debate.  He  is  a member 
of  the  W.  O.  W.  and  the  Southern  and  Country  Clubs  of  Birmingham.  He  is  an 
elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  resides  at  2200  Ridge  Park  with  his  wife 
and  two  daughters,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  the  law  at 
Birmingham.

Married 
Miss  Mary  Parke,  Dec.  6,  1892,  at  Selma,  Ala.  Served  in  C.  S.  A.  from  May,  1864,  prvt.,  1st  sergt.,  and 
afterwards  adjt.  of  rgt.;  paroled  April,  1865,  with  Johnston’s  army;  adm.  to  the  bar,  June,  1869.  Re- 
moved to  Montgomery,  Ala.,  Nov.,  1884,  to  B’ham,  Ala.,  Jan.,  1889,  where  he  was  one  of  the  most  illustri- 
ous members  of  the  bar  to  the  day  of  his  demise.  He  represented  all  that  is  noble  in  citizenship,  brilliant 
in  an  advocate  and  honorable  in  the  private  individual.  While  the  interests  of  many  large  corporations 
were  intrusted  into  his  legal  care,  he  found  time  for  everything  that  tended  to  promote  the  public  weal. 
Upright,  fearless,  persevering,  with  a keen  analytical  mind,  he  made  himself  felt  to  the  advantage  of  all 
matters  public. 
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THOMAS,  PETER  B. — Retired  ccal  orerator;  was  born  at  Easton,  Fa.,  Sept.  12th,  1851;  was  edu- 
cated in  public  schools  at  Easton,  and  entered  the  anthracite  coal  mines  at  Mount  Pleasant,  near  Hazleton. 
Pa.,  afterwards  working  for  the  Honey  Brook  Coal  Co.,  at  Honey  Brook,  and  the  Lehigh  Wilkesbarre 
Coal  Co.,  at  Audenried,  where  he  married  Miss  Mary  A.  Jones.  From  Audenried  he  worked  for  A.  Par- 
dee & Company  at  Hazleton,  Pa.,  he  moved  to  Helena,  Ala.,  in  1877,  and  worked  for  the  Eureka  Co.,  at 
that  place,  afterwards  taking  charge  of  the  mines  at  Helena  for  the  Pratt  Coal  & Coke  Co.,  In  1885  took 
charge  of  the  mines  at  Blocton  for  the  Cahaba  Coal  Mining  Co.  until  the  consolidation  with  the  Tennessee 
Coal,  Iron  & Railroad  Co.,  resigning  in  1894.  In  1895  he  and  Col.  T.  H.  Aldrich  organized  the  Cahaba 
Southern  Mining  Co.,  and  developed  mines  at  Hargrove,  Ala.,  operating  same  until  1903,  when  he  and 
Mr.  Aldrich  sold  their  interest  to  Daniel  Pearson,  of  New  Jersey.  In  1905  he  and  Col.  Aldrich  purchased 
the  Montevallo  Mines  at  Adrich.  Ala.,  operating  these  mines  until  May,  1913,  when  he  retired,  selling 
out  to  H.  L.  Badham  and  W.  S.  Lovell.  Residence,  Birmingham. 
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COMER,  BRAXTON  BRAGG — Ex-governor  of  Ala.,  banker,  manufacturer,  planter;  b.  1848,  at  Old 
Spring  Hill,  Barbour  Co.; -began  education  under  special  tutor;  attended  State  Univ.  at  Tuscaloosa, 
Univ.  of  Ga.,  and  Emory  and  Henry  Coll.,  where  he  took  his  A.  B.  degree.  Married  in  1872  to  Miss 
Eva  Jane  Harris,  he  removed  to  Comer  Sta.,  on  Eufaula,  R.  R..  where  he  led  the  life  of  a planter;  removed 
in  1885  to  Anniston,  Ala.,  and  engaged  in  wholesale  grocery  and  commission  business.  Five  years  later 
he  located  in  Birmingham,  where  he  has  continuously  resided,  except  for  the  four  yrs.  spent  in  Mont- 
gomery as  governor  of  the  State.  In  Birmingham  he  became  pres,  of  City  National  Bank,  and  at  the 
same  time  manager  of  the  Birmingham  Cotton  Mills,  now  the  Avondale  Mills,  of  which  he  is  pres.  While 
a planter  in  Barbour  Co.,  Mr.  Comer  was  a member  of  the  Commissioners  Court  of  that  county,  serving 
from  1874  to  1880.  He  showed  no  further  political  inspirations  until  1904  when  he  defeated  Hon.  Jno. 
V.  Smith  for  re-election  as  pres,  of  the  State  R.  R.  Com.  For  twenty  yrs.  Mr.  Comer  has  had  very  de- 
cided convictions  in  regard  to  management  of  public  service  corporations;  in  entering  the  race  for  pres, 
of  State  R.  R.  Com.  he  sought  thereby  to  place  himself  in  position  to  secure  certain  reforms  along  this 
line.  His  successful  race  for  governor  in  1906  predicated  on  the  hope  that  in  this  larger  sphere  he  could 
better  realize  these  convictions.  During  his  whole  political  life,  Air.  Comer  has  been  a loyal  and  true 
Democrat,  though  he  has  never  served  on  the  committees  of  the  party.  An  active  church  worker,  he 
has  served  as  Sunday  school  supt.,  steward  and  trustee  in  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Bir- 
mingham. He  is  a member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity.  Business  address,  Avondale  Mills,  Birmingham, 
Residence  address,  1931  Fourth  Ave.,  S.,  Birmingham,  Ala. 
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HITT,  HERMAN  H. — President  H.  H.  Hitt  Lumber  Co.,  president  Huntsville  Lumber  Co.,  president 
Decatur  Navigation  Co.,  president  Decatur  Mill  & Supply  Co.  Lumber  business,  Decatur,  Ala.;  was 
b.  at  Polo,  Ogle  Co.,  State  of  Illinois.  Received  a liberal  banking  education  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  fol- 
lowed up  with  practical  training  in  other  Illinois  and  California  cities.  Has  had  extensive  mining  and 
lumber  business  experience  in  Arizona  and  Mexico.  His  travels  cover  not  only  the  United  States,  but 
Mexico  and  Europe  as  well.  Was  engaged  in  the  banking  and  bond  business  from  1885  to  1897.  In 
the  railroad,  mining  and  lumber  business  from  1897  to  1906.  During  the  year  1906-1907  traveled 
exclusively.  Since  1997  to  the  present  is  in  the  lumber  business.  He  is  a DemDcrat.  a strong  adherent 
of  the  Wilson  principles  and  administration.  He  is  a Mason.  Elk  and  K.  of  P.  Business  address  and 
residence,  Decatur,  Ala. 
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LANE,  ALEXANDER  OSCAR  -Was  born  in  Southeast  Alabama;  was  reared  on  a farm,  and  was  early 
taught  habits  of  industry.  These  habits  have  followed  him  through  life.  After  attending  college  for 
a short  while,  at  the  age  of  twenty  years  he  was  elected  Principal  of  the  High  School  at  Clayton,  Ala., 
and  while  teaching  school  he  studied  law  at  night  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  after  an  oral  examination 
in  the  hearing  of  Chancellor  McCraw,  who  complimented  him  very  highly  upon  his  examination.  Sub- 
sequently he  began  to  practice  law  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  and  it  was  not  a great  while  before  he  took  a 
stand  among  the  foremost  members  of  the  bar.  While  practicing  law,  he  was  elected  Mayor  of  Birming- 
ham, and  filled  the  office  quite  acceptably  for  three  terms.  He  then,  voluntarily,  retired,  but  after  two 
years  he  was  recalled  to  that  position,  and  served  two  years  longer,  after  which  he  again  voluntarily  re- 
tired. He  has  frequently  taken  a prominent  part  in  politics,  but  has  rarely  offered  for  any  position  except 
that  of  Mayor  of  Birmingham.  During  his  four  years  of  service,  the  City  was  conducted  on  a high  plane, 
and  in  a business-like  way;  and  there  was  never  any  scandal  of  any  kind  connected  with  his  administra- 
tion. While  practicing  law  and  enjoying  a lucrative  practice,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Comer, 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court.  He  filled  that  office  with  great  credit,  being  noted  for  his  ability  and  dispatch 
of  business,  and  he  was  rarely  reversed  in  the  Supreme  Court.  He  enjoyed  great  popularity  among  the 
members  of  the  bar  and  the  people,  being  noted  for  his  impartiality  and  desire  to  promote  justice.  This 
was  recognized  on  all  hands.  He  was  twice  elected  to  this  office  without  opposition  and  retired  after 
four  years,  much  against  the  wishes  of  the  members  of  the  bar,  but  did  so  from  what  seemed  to  be  a gen- 
eral demand  of  the  people  to  become  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Birmingham.  He  has  since 
filled  this  office  with  general  satisfaction  and  has  been  noted  for  his  unquestioned  desire  to  promote  the 
best  interests  of  the  City.  His  industry  is  proverbial.  He  is  affable,  and  always  gives  strict  and  intel- 
ligent attention  to  people  cf  all  classes  without  distinction.  He  is  still  known  for  his  power  to  dispatch 
business;  and  every  complaint  which  comes  to  him  of  whatever  kind  or  character  receives  his  prompt 
and  due  attention.  All  gi\e  him  credit  for  unusual  executive  ability.  These  traits  have  rendered  him 
an  officer  of  unusual  popularity.  Judge  Lane,  in  1875,  was  married  to  Miss  Minnie  Terry,  daughter 
of  the  late  Col.  John  T.  Terry,  and  several  charming  children  have  blessed  their  union.

ALDWELL,  HENRY  MARTYN,  M.  D. — For  years  president  of  the 
Elyton  Land  Company,  which  purchased  the  acreage  now  occupied 
by  Birmingham,  and  mapped  out  and  created  the  city  where  corn  and 
cotton  had  grown,  and  partridges  mated,  was  born  in  Greenville,  Ala., 
September  5,  1836.  He  died  in  Birmingham  August  7,  1895.  He  was  the 
son  of  John  Caruthers  Caldwell,  a native  of  North  Carolina,  and  Elizabeth 
Black,  of  South  Carolina.  He  was  educated  at  Greenville,  Alabama,  and  at 
the  age  of  21  graduated  in  medicine  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in 
Philadelphia.  He  practiced  medicine  at  Greenville  until  the  Civil  War,  then 
entering  the  Confederate  service  as  surgeon  with  the  33rd  Alabama  Infantry. 
After  the  war  he  continued  to  practice  medicine  in  Greenville  and  also  was 
founder  of  a remarkably  successful  sawmill  business.  It  was  in  1875  that  he 
was  chosen  president  of  the  Elyton  Land  Company  and  served  as  such  until 
his  death.  In  this  capacity  he  conceived  the  idea  of  constructing  the  beautiful 
boulevard  skirting  the  slope  of  Red  Mountain,  known  far  and  wide  as  High- 
land Avenue.  He  also  established  a rolling  mill  and  other  early  Birmingham 
industries,  and  was  a factor  in  practically  every  enterprise  that  was  located 
here  during  his  regime.  He.  organized  and  was  first  president  of  the  Birming- 
ham Trust  and  Savings  Company,  one  of  the  most  successful  financial  insti- 
tutions in  the  entire  South.  He  built  the  first  handsome  hotel  in  Birming- 
ham, the  Caldwell,  which  was  burned  in  1894.  He  was  the  projector  of  the 
Birmingham  Belt  Railroad  and  of  the  Highland  Avenue  loop  line.  He  was 
a director  of  the  first  National  Bank,  and  of  many  iron  working  corporations. 
Dr.  Caldwell  was  an  earnest  Presbyterian.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Birmingham.  He  was  a member  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Order  of  Masons.  He  never  aspired  to  public  office,  spending 
his  life  in  the  building  of  Birmingham.  He  was  identified  closely  with  the 
development  of  the  city  from  the  time  it  was  a struggling  village,  until  it  had 
claimed  the  attention  of  the  world.  It  was  he,  the  late  Josiah  Morris,  of 
Montgomery,  and  a few  others  who  appreciated  the  wonderful  advantage  of 
the  propinquity  of  the  raw  materials  entering  into  iron  and  steel  manufacture 
lying  in  Jones  Valley  and  foresaw  also  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a prosper- 
ous city  at  the  junction  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  and  the  Alabama 
Great  Southern  Railroad  systems  in  the  very  midst  of  these  materials.  Among 
other  civic  beauty  developments  devised  by  the  Elyton  Land  Company  under 
Dr.  Caldwell’s  regime  was  the  creation  of  Lakeview  Park  with  its  pretty  lake, 
now  the  home  of  the  Country  Club.  A hotel  long  occupied  a site  above  the 
lake  and  was  famous  as  a summer  resort. 

Sites  were  donated  the  different  denominations,  some  of  them  being  now 
of  immense  value.  The  result  was  that  Birmingham  was  a city  of  churches 
from  its  very  infancy. 

Dr.  Caldwell’s  remains  sleep  in  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  overlooking  the  city 
for  which  he  did  so  much.  He  is  survived  by  the  following  children:  Mrs. 
Beatrice  C.  Johnson,  John  M.  Caldwell  and  Mrs.  Charles  O.  Locke,  of  Bir- 
mingham, and  Charles  H.  Caldwell,  of  Bainbridge,  Ga.  His  wife,  who  is 
deceased,  was  Miss  Elizabeth  Milner.

At 
present  senior  member  of  Coleman  and  Coleman,  his  associate  being  his  son,  Phares  Coleman,  Jr.  Married 
Maggie  Sledge  Peterson,  d.  of  Dr.  Peterson  of  Greensboro,  a lady  of  intellectuality,  charm  of  manner 
and  philanthropy.  Father  of  4 children.  Methodist.  Member  of  Southern,  Country  and  Newspaper 
Clubs,  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Offices,  9th  floor  First  Nat'l  Bnk.

MARK,  FREDERICK  W. — President  and  Treasurer  of  the  F.  W.  Mark  Construction  Co.,  B’ham;  was 
b.  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  Dec.  30,  1873.  In  early  life  trained  in  the  trades  of  bricklaying  and  carpentering, 
reinforced  with  a knowledge  df  building  engineering  and  all  dominated  by  an  innate  genius  for  creation 
made  him  one  of  the  most  famous  building  constructors  in  the  U.  S.  He  first  came  to  the  South  in  1909 
to  erect  the  plant  of  the  Am.  Steel  and  Wire  Co.,  at  Fairfield,  covering  some  18  acres.  He  located  in 
B’ham.,  and  has  had  an  active  career  since.  The  beautiful  Temple  Emanu-El,  the  Lyric  Theatre  and 
the  tallest  office  building  South,  the  26-story  high  Jefferson  County  Savings  Bank  Building  in  B’ham, 
are  some  of  the  monuments  that  will  for  a long  time  to  come  proclaim  the  superb  creative  faculties  of 
Mr.  Mark.  Many  States  in  the  North  and  East  have  lasting  reminders  of  him  in  the  shape  of  public 
and  municipal  buildings  and  those  of  industrial  corporations.

PURIFOY,  JOHN — Unopposed  nominee  and  probably  elected  Secretary  of  State  of  Ala.,  Montgomery, 
Ala.;  was  b.  in  Dallas  Co.,  Ala.,  March  21,  1842.  Was  ed.  in  country  schools,  obtained  an  academic  course 
at  Oak  Hill.  Rehoboth,  and  Snow  Hill,  in  Wilcox  Co.  Entered  Tennessee  Univ.  in  1861  and  then  came 
the  war.

LAY,  WILLIAM  PATRICK— I nsurance  and  real  estate,  Gadsden,  Ala.;  was  b.  in  Cherokee  County, 
Ala.,  1853.  “Captain”  Lay,  "as  he  is  popularly  known,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  useful 
citizens  of  his  city  and  state.  Early  in  life  he  acquired  a knowledge  of  hydraulics  and  electricity, 
and  was  master  of  a steam  vessel.  He  removed  from  Selma  to  Gadsden  in  1870  and  first  engaged  in  the 
milling  business.  Later  he  was  bookkeeper  for  his  father-in-law,  Major  Hollingworth,  at  whose  death 
he  became  manager  of  the  estate.  In  1882  he  engaged  in  the  lumber  business.  Next  year,  largely  through 
his  efforts,  the  first  blast  furnace  was  located  in  Gadsden.  In  1887  he  built  the  first  electric  plant  which 
was  the  nucleus  of  the  present  great  plant.  The  same  time  he  was  president  of  the  Company  that  built 
the  Printup  Hotel.  He  was  one  of  the  promoters  and  actual  partial  constructor  of  the  railroad  from 
Anniston  to  Gadsden  in  1888,  now  the  L.  & N.  In  1898  he  conceived  the  idea  to  consolidate  the  Greasy 
Cove  Iron  property  with  the  Racoon  Mountain  coal  fields,  and  though  he  failed  in  this  it  lead  him  to 
the  greater  idea,  that  of  connecting  on  the  L.  & N.  Attalla  with  Oneonta,  which  he  accomplished.  In 
1902  he  commenced  his  seven  years  efforts  to  induce  the  Alabama  Steel  & Wire  Co.  to  locate  in  Gadsden, 
which  he,  likewise,  carried  to  success.  But  the  crowning  glory  of  his  career  was  achieved  in  1900,  when 
the  incorporation  of  the  Alabama  Power  Co.  was  accomplished.  It  was  his  life  long  dream,  intellectual 
hobby,  his  scientific  theory,  that  the  country  would  be  enriched  by  making  the  Coosa  River  navigable. 
His  father  and  his  grandfather  have  seen  the  possibilities  of  such  project,  they  did  some  preliminary  work 
toward  such  end,  but  it  was  left  to  the  Captain,  to  make  it  a reality.  As  agitator,  lecturer,  author,  pro- 
motor and  organizer,  he  concentrated  all  his  energies  and  faculties  until  the  work  is  in  progress  and  mil- 
lions of  dollars  in  benefits  to  commerce  and  industry  in  view,  as  the  lasting  tribute  to  this  man’s  genius.

Sloss  Furnace  Company 
organized  1882  by  Col.  J.  W.  Sloss,  who  was  then  President  of  the  South  & North  Alabama  Railroad, 
now  a division  of  the  Louisville  & Nashville  from  Decatur  to  Montgomery.  In  Feb.,  1887,  headed  by 
J.  C.  Maben,  Sr.,  Capt.  Joseph  F.  Johnston,  formerly  U.  S.  Senator,  W.  H.  Goadby  of  New  York,  Joseph 
Bryan  of  Richmond,  Va.,  and  several  others  in  Virginia  and  New  York,  the  Sloss  Iron  & Steel  Company 
was  organized,  and  took  over  the  Sloss  Furnace  Company,  the  Milner  Coal,  Iron  & Railroad  Company, 
with  a large  acreage  in  Jefferson  County  west  of  Birmingham.
